In the past the Center 
has received a percentage of the 
funds raised but under the present 
arrangements the Center pays an 
affiliate fee of $3, 366 per year and 
receives all of the money raised. 
As part of this fee the Center 
receives membership in both the 
Texas Society for Crippled Children 
and Adults and the National Society 
for Crippled Children and Adults. 
Along with receiving the money 
raise through Easter Seals the Cen­ 
te r receives all of the benefits of 
these two organizations through in- 
service and continued 
education 
training programs, gathering of in­ 
formation on a nation-wide level and 
many other benefits. 
We do not know just how many 
people from this area have received 
benefits from the Rehab Center but 
we know that there have been enough 
to justify any amount of money that 
might be raised here in the drive. 
Because the Center is a se r­ 
vice organization it always seems to 
find itself in financial trouble—main­ 
ly because it does not know how to 
say no to anyone that might need the 
service they offer. Because of this, 
their patient load keeps increasing 


I every year at a much faster rate than 
does their income. 
We urge your generous support 
to this organization for two reasons. 
The first is because of the trem en­ 
dous good that they are doing and the 
second is that it gives us the oppor­ 
tunity to prove that we as Americans 
still care enough to take care of our 
own. 
In this part of the country, at 
least, we hear a lot of talk about 
keeping the federal government out 
of things and letting us handle our 
own problems—well here is a good 
chance to prove that we can do it.

The school, says Clay­ 
ton, will be taught by James 
Travis, a technician with the 
American Breeders Service 
from Weatherford. Mr. Trav­ 
is will be assisted by Bob 
Middlebrook of Haskell, who 
is a 
graduate technician of 
the American Breeders Ser­ 
vice. 
The school, says Clayton, 
is being held as a result of a 
request made by several cat­ 
tlemen who are interested in 
crossbreeding 
to 
increase 
weaning weights of calves and 
better performance 
of the 
mother cow. 
Maximum hybrid viger comes 
from crossing straight bred 
cow with a straight bred bull 
of another breed. This hybrid
